Through such seasons the TJni'td 
States will havo to pass in the oourf e of 
the neit oentnry, if not of this. I wish 
yon deliverance. But my reason ard my 
wishes are at war, and I cannot help £o/e- 
boding the worst," 


It this condition ot things ever comis, 


and it is likely it will, it will bo through 
the unrestricted tide of imroiRratiou. 
Every state in Earope is contributing 
much of its worse classes to our popula- 
tion. Thee* classes, as 8 rule, do not 
settle in the new states und territories, 
bat n very large proportion of them stay 
in tho large cities. 
They must have 


somsthiug to eat and drmb aud shelter 
fjrllieir families. Those who have too 
much pride to ben and too much honor 
to eteal, Beck work ot almost Jauy rate of 
wages. 1 his class con be found by the 
thousands and ovin tens of thouEnrds in 
the lart er cities. They crowd into every 
kind of manufacturing establishments, 
aad tbe number is reinforce! by the 
thousands every month, and tvery year. 
Thero is not steady work and good 
wages for all of them for tbo supply 
of labor is augmenting faster than the

Tho scourgo ol all tropical and ovan 


semi-tropical conn tries In this hemisphere 
is tho yellow lover. Dr. Fr»lre's claim to 
fame and honora rests to a largo oxtont 
and very Drmly upon the results -which ne 
has nchlovod In long and patient efforts 
to rancler it loss ot a terror to mankind. 
The evidence adducod by his oxporirnents 
is all in favor of tho complete triumph ol 
tho system which ho, in its special ap- 
plication, was the first to develop. Pan- 
tour, however, gavo birth to tho idea 
•when no first discovorod tho torriblo 
microbes that constitute tho virulent life 
of tho dreaded carbuncle, afterward trac- 
ing tho same swarming agents o£ disease 
Inths poison of the rabies and cholera. 
Dr. Froira freely yields to Pasteur tho 
glory Of originating what Inrocard to yel- 
low fever ho alone has worked out. 


"The foundation of my system," said 


Dr. Froiro, some tlm» ago, to a reporter of 
ho IS'o-fv Y6rk Herald, "Is tho great (Us- 
lovery of Pasteur. My mothod of cul- 
ivatiii" and using tho microbe, however, 
s different. This is bocauso the microbes 
bomsolvos are different. Thoy are found 
n the bodies of both those who aro ill with 
he yellow favor and those who die oC It. I 
lognn my investigations In 1880 and thoy 
asted threo years beforo I began to In- 
oculato human beings with tho yollow 
fovor virus. Tlio government paid the 
expanse of my exporimonts. and in 1883 
it authorized the application of my system 
to its ultimate purpose. During the throe 
following years, while successive epidem- 
ics prevailed, inoculation was practiced 
upon sovon 
thousand 
persons in Rio 


Janeiro. Among all the cases there wore 
only flftoen in which the inoculation did 
not prove a sate protection from tho 
malady, and In each of tbe latter there 
were particular reasons for the failure. 


"I made a great number ot microscopic 


investigations before I announced any 
results. I found microbes In both the 
Wood and tissues ot yellow fever victims. 
Their form is spherical and consists of 
but ono coll. But tha greatest quantity 
of microbes was found in tho organs, par- 
ticularly tho livorand the kidneys. Re- 
production Is vary rapid. One microbe 
will tiring forth billions of other microbes, 
Ju cases in which I found at flrst a few of 
tho croaturos in the blood tho organs of 
tho victim would a faw days afterward 
be literally swarming with them. 


•How do tboy enter tho body? Colony 


through tho lungs. Thence through the 
blood tboy alToct tho stomach nnd the 
othor organs, producing congestion and 
pains throughout tbo body. The brain, 
stomacb and liver aro particularly the 
scats ot agony at this stage ot the 
disease. 


"The cultivation ot yellow fovor mi- 


crobes is not difficult. It is carried on in 
boef bouillons and- in gelatine and the 
Asiatic substance known as apar-affar, 
all 
of 
which 
nro 
to 
«ome extent 


translucent. Tho two methods of cultiva- 
tion aro thoso of Pasteur and Koch, but 
tho 
latter 
is 
preferable, 
and 
the 


microbe is 
colored 
with analine red 


or violet, to render it moro visible in the 
medium which it is to Inhabit. As It mul- 
tiplies it forms a compact and crowded 
colony, which ever grow« denser and 
denser without apparent Inconvenience 
to itself. Tbe animalculro that thus do- 
velop do not lose tbe natural character- 
istics of their ancestors by reason of their 
artificial surroundings. They remain tha 
samo until thoy are transmitted to the 
blood of some animal, aud then to an- 
othor and another. Tbis is an Important 
part of tho process. Tho malignancy of 
tho microbe is attenuated by It. 
Th« 


boasts chosen for these experiments •ware 
usually guinea pigs 
and rabbits. Tho 


microbes usually killed them in a very 
few days, tlio average timo being not 
moro than a -week. Thoy were taken witb 
tho yellow fovor. Tbo autopsy showod 
tbo game symptoms whicb distinguish 
tho disease in man, 


"After each mun^r the microbes com1 


mlt in tbis way thoy are less vigoroai 
than bo'oro. 
When thoy have thus be- 


come sufficiently enfeebled tbe paste or 
gelatine containing tbo microbes is pre- 
pared by proper dilution to be injected in 
tho arm of tbo patient who li monaced by 
tho fo>-or. 


"Soajotlmes tbo microbes becomes too 


debilitated by repeated forced emigra- 
tions. Do you know how to restore thorn 
to health/ By letting tbam browse for a 
fow hours on tho blood ot pigeons and ton- 
dur spring chickens. It Is astonishiug 
how quickly tbo microbes aro restored to 
bealt: and energy. Tbo blood of these 
pigeons when afterward drawn from thoir 
voins will kill guinea pigs and rabbits If 
injected into their tissues," 


"Is there any limit to tbe ago otthe yel- 


low fever microbe, doctor?" 


"It is Jjacd to say whether there is or 


not, but with plenty of air and nourish- 
ment, tba microbes may possibly live for- 
ever," tho doctor rapliad, smilingly. "But 
without them it may dio of inanition." 


' 'Poor microbes I what a deplorable fate! 


What aro tho symptoms, doctor, caused 
by inoculation?" 


"Thoy are those of a mild attack of ysl- 


row fovar; what they call, in fact, at Mar- 
tinique tbo yellow indisposition. Both 
there and in Mexico, whon this complaint 
manifests itself, naturally it Is considered 
n certain protection against 
the ter- 


rible fover itself. By my artificial mothod 
I poduco tbo same result." 


"How is the virus applied?" 
"It is diluted with bouillon and. In- 


jectod. Tbo dose is about half a gramme 
or loss, according to tbe age ot tbo parson. 
Fivo or six hours afterward tho regular 
symptoms of tho 'yellow Indisposition" 
appear. 
Thero is a dull pain ia tho bead 


and aches in tba back and logs—In fact, a 
general malaise ail ovor tbe body. 
The 


temperature ranges from 37 1-2 ceutigrada 
to 89. Nausea and vomiting sometimes 
occur. These symptoms last for twenty- 
tbrco days, but very rarely compel the 
patient to go to bod. 
Tbon they quickly 


subside acd disappear altogether, and tho 
patient nocd thenceforth havo no fear 
whatever of an attack of tha real disease. 


"The inoculations which I performed at 


Rio Janeiro wore applied to persons wbo 
lived in the very filthiest and most squalid 
portion of tbo city. 
During the samo 


period of throe years in whicb 7,000 per- 
sons woro inoculated witb the attenuated 
microbes, 0,000 who bad not been inocu- 
lated died of yollow fever."
